NEW MEXICO LETTER. STATE NEWS. 


Sold the Farm. 


Dear Friends:— 

Several have been asking me 
why I do not write for the News 
again; my only reason is that 
there is so little new, that I see, 
that I do not think I can interest 
you. 

Perhaps you may be pleased to 
hear something about our winter; 
we have had a longer and colder 
spell than ever before, or than]for 
years before. Dec. 9, snow fell, 
and it actually lasted three days. 
Saturday, Dec. 10, I went for a 
sleigh-ride. Such a rig as it was! 
One of the professors fixed some 
runners and put an old box on 
them; it was a queer looking out¬ 
fit. The weather was cold enough 
to make one’s fingers and nose tin¬ 
gle, and I missed a nice buffalo 
robe and sleigh-bells. 

Our winds began much earlier 
than usual, and are stronger and 
more disagreeable than I have ev¬ 
er known them to be. 

We have had such a quiet year; 
just before Christmas, smatl-pox 
was so bad in old Mesilla, that the 
college was quarantined from that 
place; now, it is raging in Cruces; 
I suppose there are as many as fif¬ 
ty cases there. The Mexicans are 
so peculiar about it. They all want 
their children to have it while they 
are young, and will take the babies 
into the houses where it is. I have 
been told that they believe that 
they won’t go to Heaven unless 
they have had the disease; how¬ 
ever that may be, they spread it 
well. 

I suspect the officers have some 
funny things happen, when they 
go to quarantine; at one house, the 
woman tore down the flag as fast 
as it was put up, and continued to 
do so,until threats ot arrest brought 
her to reason. At another house, 
they took the yellow flag down, and 
put up the stars aud stripes. 

Not long ago, I visited Mesilla, 
and took several pictures; one of 
the old jail where “Billy the Kid”, 
an outlaw, was confined, another 
of two old freight wagons that 
came over the Santa Fe trail. 

Every little while, one hears 
some anecdote of the early days, 
that is of interest; the one I heard 
while at Mesilla, was in regard to 
the settlement of that old town. 
When the treaty of peace between 
the United States and Mexico was 
signed, it read in such,a way that 
the boundary extended several 
miles north of where it now is es¬ 
tablished, and the government said 
that all people must go south of 
theJRio Grande ‘river, or become 
American citizens. The Mexicans 
did_not wish tcqbelong to the Unit- 
edStates, so they came from all 
around, even as far north as Den¬ 
ver, and founded old Mesilla; later, 
those who still refused to become 
citizens, bad to move again. 

This is very unin teresting, but I 
really have nothing new to write 
you; later,when I visit Mexico city, 
as I hope to do in June, I may 
have something, of interest to tell 
you all.

Why We Sneeze.

“Sneezing, my child,” responded 
the mother, lovingly, “is a reflex 
nervous action, and is'brought 
about by mechanical irritation of 
the ends of the nerve fibers 
which occur In the tissue of the 
nose. When this irritation occurs, 
whether it be due to th9 presence 
of a foreign bod v or t < d change of 
temi erature, affecting the tissue of 
the nose, a nerve impulse is trans¬ 
mitted to the brain and, cer¬ 
tain nerve centers in the medulla 
oblongata are affected; this results 
in certain impulses being transmit¬ 
ted, along the nerves to the muscles 
controlling respiration. By this 
means the egress of air during ex¬ 
piration is delayed and the various 
exits are eloesd. When the pres¬ 
sure, however, reaches a limit, the 
exits are' forced open, a powerful 
blast of air is expelled, and the 
person sneezes.”

“Not a bit,” Edith responded, 
promptly. “Lots of the girls 
would think that very little to 
spend two or three times a week. 
You might bake some potatoes,too, 
once in a while, couldn’t you?” she 
added. “A hot buttered potato 
would taste pretty good at noon, 
now and then.” 

“O yes,” said Mrs. Barler, “if I 
find it pays to keep on, I’ll have 
different things, soup, etc. I Bhall 
calculate to give a good five cents’ 
worth every time. Those who 
bring lunches can eat them here, if 
they like. Of course I don’t intend 
to furnish a full meal. That better 
he understood.” 

/‘Yes, indeed, and that it is to he 
cash down every time. All right; 
I’ll tell the girls. Look out for me 
to-morrow, with aB many more as 
I can muster. I’ll run back now, 
and begin to boom the Home Res¬ 
taurant,” and with a merry laugh 
Edith rushed away. 

Shortly after twelve o’clock the 
next day, nine hungry girls were 
welcomed to the warm, tidy kitch¬ 
en, and were regaled with beans 
and baked potatoes hot from the 
oven. Part of the girls Drought 
lunches; some did not, hut they 
received no more for their five 
cents because of the omission. 

The following day, more girls 
came, and one of the teachers with 

them, and in a short time, as the 
fame of the “Home Restaurant” 
spread throughout the school, Mrs. 
Barler found it necessary, owing to 
limited space, crockery and seat¬ 
ing capacity, to divide her patrons 
by rooms, the younger pupils to be 
served first. 

Some of the scholars came regu¬ 
larly, others only occasionally. 
There were none of the oldest boys, 
but a number of the younger ones” 
Generally, one or more teachers 
were on hand. 

Mrs. Barler rang a good many 
changes on the bilL of fare,-butdt 
was always simple and limited 
each day to one of two dishes. 
Sometimes there was only a savory 
vegetable soup. Baked squash 
occasionally appeared; now and 

then, snowy boiled rice. Once in a 
while there would be a very plain 
but toothsome pudding. But the 
favorite dish, and the one oftenest 
obtainable at the “Home Restau¬ 
rant,” was baked beans. 

To avoid all misunderstanding, 
Mrs. Barler either called upon the 
parents of her youngest patrons, or 
sent them notes, fully explaining 
her plan, and with some of these, 
arrangement was made to pay by 
the week. - 

Naturally, there were annoy¬ 
ances, and in spite of precautions, 
the proprietor of the little restau¬ 
rant lost to some extent, through 
non-payment. 

Although it was expressly stat¬ 
ed that she was not to furnish an 
entii’e meal, some would come with¬ 
out a lunch. For those able to at¬ 
tend to putting up their own, she 
did not mind, but she could not 
bear the idea of sending the little 
ones back to school unsatisfied, 
and often gave more than she 
could well afford for the sum paid. 

Then again, some mothers who 
had agreed to pay twenty-five 
cents a week, would remit regular¬ 
ly for a short time, then grow neg¬ 
lectful. But Mrs. Barler, in such 
cases, promptly sent a reminder, 
and the money generally came, or 
that customer’s patronage was 
withdrawn. . , 

Those too, who were expected to 
pay each time, often failed to bring 
the five cents. A careful account 
was kept, however, and bills were 
duly presented, which were usual¬ 
ly paid. 

So, by constant vigilance,- Mrs. 
Barler did not lose much through 
bad debts. There were few days, 
to be sure, that one or more poor 
little ones did not enjoy something 
warm from her kettle or oven, but, 
“I shan’t lose anything that way,” 
she said to herself. 

The income.from the restaurant 
was nob large, but it -was enough, 
by Mrs. Bailor’s customary econo¬ 
my, with what money her husband 
sent, to carry the family comforta- 
by through the winter ancLspring, 
and she also gladly realized that 
the gain from her little enterprise 
had not been one-sided, since, by 
its means, so many children had 
enjoyed a comfortable mid-day 
meal. “ :

There seems to be no limit to the in¬ 
land flights of the gull, said an obser¬ 
vant sportsman just back from the 
Rocky mountains.

Sometimes several gulls may 
be seen far inland joumeyihg in com¬ 
pany, but often only a single one is 
found traveling apparently on Ida own 
hook. Walking about the ranche of a 
friend near Las Vegas, N. M., last 
autumn, I was astonished to see a 
gull, one of whose, wings had been 
clipped so that it could not fly, hopping 
about on the ground among his poultry, 
with which the. sea bird seemed to be 
[ on the most amicable terms. My host 
had wounded the gull in the wing 
while duck-shooting on a prairie lake 
in northern New Mexico. What desire 
for change or travel carried this winged 
creature of the sea level one thousand 
milesinlandand up six thousand feet of 
altitude totheland-locked, weed-grown, 
fresh-water pond where it was cap¬ 
tured is probably beyond the ken of 
the naturalist to explain.

THE KNITTED WAISTCOAT. 

Revival of a Smart Fashion First Intro¬ 
duced in Italy. 

The new silks lately introduced for 
crocheting and knitting fashionable 
waistcoat forcibly recall the shim¬ 
mering ones donned by our great¬ 
grandmothers, and most likely worked 
by themselves in faint imitation of the 
gorgeous articles worn by men during 
several centuries. The modem knit¬ 
ter will probably shrink from vying 
with the patient skill of the woman of 
a former age, but we may depend on 
the hand-knitting machines and manu¬ 
facturers’ frames to revive the idea 
and produce marvelous adaptations of 
the once gaudy craze. Here is an 
example of a showy waistcoat lost in 
1712 by a Mrs. Beale, and described by 
“Malcolm” as knitted with green silk 
and gold and silver flowers all over it, 
further enhanced with about 14 yards 
of gold and silver thick lace.

Xlio Yukon Minora. 

The United States does not recognize, 
protect or control these mining com¬ 
munities in any way. No geological 
explorations or surveys have been un¬ 
dertaken, and there are no official re¬ 
ports upon the location, formation, de¬ 
velopment or yield of this rich placer re¬ 
gion. There are no military posts and 
not a territorial or federal officer iu 
Yukon, Alaska, save one customs in¬ 
spector and postmaster. There is no 
law, save as the miners maintain- their 
own unwritten code. Church mission¬ 
ary societies have provided for the few' 
peaceful Indian tribes, but even spirit¬ 
ual comfort is withheld from the 
miners. “Heaven is high, and the czar 
is far off,” despairing Eussian colonists 
used to say long ago. Since the military 
occupation of Alaska ceased, in 1877, 
frequent appeals have been made for 
the establishment of a garrison at Chil- 
kat and the construction of a military 
road over the pass traversed by Yukon 
miners for the last 16 years. Gen. Miles 
once considered the matter to the ex 
tent of detailing an officer to make a re- 
connoisance. — Eliza B. Scidmore, .

NORDMAN’S FIR TREES. 

Falconer says: As garden trees they are 
models of health and symmetry, their 
lower branches lie flat on the ground 
and there isn’t a gap in their make-up 
from the sod to the topmost tip, and 
they don’t bear a mark of a knife or 
shears. The leader each one has is 
strong, straight and pronounced. Herein 
we find a lesson in tree culture. These 
trees are living examples. They are 
20 feet or over in height and 20 years 
old, and by ail the orthodox cultural 
laws they should now begin to lose their 
lower branches , 0 but in fact there is 
nothing further from their intention, 
and why? Simply because we kept their 
heads cut down. 

To cut back the leader in fir trees of 
this size and age to most cultivators 
would seemmadBess, but it is just what 
-we do every year. Were we to allow 
the leader to run at will it would soon 
shoot up far beyond the thick body of 
branches and form an ugly thing in¬ 
deed, but every spring we cut it hack to 
6 , 10 or 12 inches of its base and allow 
it to throw up a fresh leader. We never 
have any trouble in. getting good lead¬ 
ers. 

Preventing Rul/bits Gnawing Trees. 

The best wash we have tried during 
the past 30 years to prevent damage 
from rabbits is a fresh lime solution 
with enough flowers of sulphur to color 
it yellow. To a pailful of the wash we 
add a tablespoonful of carbolic acid. If 
a dashing rain follow the application in 
fall, wash again. For mice, the best 
protection is a small mound of earth 
around the Etem. I have never known 
field mice to mount this little mound 
to girdie the tree, says Professor Budd 
of Iowa in The Rural New Yorker. 
Another correspondent of the same jour¬ 
nal says he likes the plan of wrapping 
trees with common newspapers as a pro¬ 
tection against rabbits. A good brisk 
man will thus tie up 400 or 500 trees a 
day, and if the paper be put on care¬ 
fully it will last for two years. Another 
good plan is to eat the rabbits. By 
offering a bounty for each- rabbit shot 
in the orchard -or employing a good 
hunter occasionally, if one-is not an ex¬ 
pert with the gun, he can clean out 
this pest so that there will be few left 
to do damaae. 

BEES ON FRUIT FARMS, 

Honeybees ns Pollen Distributer* 
Are tlie Fruit Grower’s Best, Friend. 

Fruitgrowers are becoming familiar 
with the value of honey bees as pollen 
distributers," and authorities advocate 
the encouragement of bee culture in the 
vicinity of frnit farms. Regarding ex-' 
periments which have been made in the 
raising of fruit where many bees were 
in reach of the same and also where 
there were no bees in the vicinity, A. 
H. J3uff says in the Kansas Farmer that 
in "almost every case where the bees 
were in ready reach of the, orchards the 
fruit was not only more id quantity,- 
bnt also better in quality. This is not 
only so with fruit, but with nearly all 
seed bearing plants, both wild and do¬ 
mesticated, according to Mr. Duff, who 
says: - 

One would be somewhat surprised t'- 
see the different well known cerea' 
enumerated that bses work on and carry 
pollen from. There is not one of the 
well known cereals thatf nrnishes pollen 
that they do not work on and distribute 
the pollen. They work extensively 0 , 
the bloom of corn, wheat and oats anu 
all the different sorghums and all the 
different, clovers, It is true that they do 
not work extensively on the common 
red clover, bnt to some degree they do, ! 
and on all other vegetable blossoms. I 
do not now, think of one they do not 
work on in the vegetable line.

branch. In other words, every label 
wire should be so loose as to allow of 
many years of growth before the branch, 
to which it is attached will fill out the 
loop'. In the illustrations B shows a 
label wire drawn so tightly as surely to 
canse strangulation if not remedied. 
The right hand drawing, O, shows the 
remedy as found in the enlarged loop. 
One precaution is necessary in forming 
a large loop in the wire—namely, to 
see that the branch on which the label 
is attached has some lateral twigs out¬ 
side the label to keep it from being 
blown off. On a mild day in winter is 
a good time to attend to putting the la¬ 
bels in proper shape as here suggested. 
In summer when the leaves are out they 
are not so readily seen. 

-Hydrangeas as House Plants. 

The common garden hydrangea is 
capable of giving prolonged pleasure in 
the house as well as in the garden. It 
need not crowd other plants early in 
the season, for it is better to let it re¬ 
main in the cellar until the last of Jan¬ 
uary or early February, when if it is 
brought up it will start and grow so 
rapidly that you can almost see it grow 
from day to day, says an American Ag¬ 
riculturist correspondent. It is better 
not to give it too much sun at first. 
The buds soon appear, and by the last of 
Maroh it will be in bloom. There are 
several varieties, but I have, found the 
pink the most satisfactory. In the early 
stages the blossoms are light green, 
gradually shading as the flowers ex¬ 
pand into greenish white, followed by 
pure snow white, tintingwith pink and 
finally becoming a bright blush pink. 
It is interesting to watch the changing 
colors, and where there are several blos¬ 
soms all of different tints the effect is 
beautiful. As these blossoms last for 
months, far into the summer, when 
warm weather comes tbe plants make 
beautiful porch or tub decorations.
